He was suffering 
from d'.abetes and a former para- 
lytic stroke and had to be carried 
into the penitentiary. 
During six months 
confinement 
he was kept in the prison hospital 
and given special treatment for dia- 
betes. His condition was thought to 
be improving but the second stroke 
of paralysis this m(frning 
proved 


fatal. 
Funeral arrangements will not ba 
completed until word is received 
from relatives. Jane Allen, actress 
is Worthington's daughter. 


After charges were made against 


him in Chicago he fled to Mexico 
where he remained several years 
before returning voluntarily to face 
the accusations.

—The long anticipated opening of hearings on farm relief 
legislation by the house agricijlture committee failed to ma- 
terialize today. A last minute shift of plans by farm-or- 
ganization leaders led to a postponement until tomorrow or 
possibly Thursday. 


The committee will use the interval to dispose of several 


minor bills and thereby clean its legislative slate of all mat- 
ters except farm relief. 


The change in plans grew out of 


a conference last night of the farm 
leaders at which a number of mem- 
bers of congress were present.

finishing touches 


to the program the farmers' repre- 
sentatives will present to the com- 
mittee. 
The farm leaders,' accompanied by 


representatives and senators from 
their states, are to be received by 
President Coolidge tomorrow morn- 
ing and tomorrow afternoon they 
will confer with Secretary Jardine 
of the department of agriculture. 
Later the committee decided def- 


initely to meet Thursday to con- 
sider farm relief. Chairman Haugen 
said the testimony would not be 
confined to any bill or .plan of re- 
lief, but -witnesses would be given' 
wide latitude.

Chairman Smlh of the house irri-

reclamation projects In line with 
recent recommendations of the in- 
terior department. 
On the Belle Fourche project 
in 
South Dakota, settlers would 
be' 
relieved of paying $355,809, repre- 
senting lands found, to be perma- 
nently 
unproductive 
because 
ot 
topographical conditions. Two al- 
lotments are Includes, one of 1,- 
280 acres, and the other 6,897 acres. 
Temporary suspension of charges 
would be authorized on approxi- 
mately 17.000 acres held temporar- 
ily unproductive for lack of fertil- 
ity, seepage and excessive alkali in 
the 8011. 
Settlers on the lower Yellowstone 
project in Montana and North Da- 
kota wpuld be relieved of $40,727. 
This -would include tracts of land 
withheld because of a right of way 
owned by the Great Northern rail- 
way as well as other land, -which 
has been converted Into townsltes. 
Suspension of payments would be 
permitted on other acreage dam- 
aged by erosion, water logged, or 
covered by forests. 
A deduction 
of $100,987 in the cost of the Milk 
river project In Montana would be 
authorized. 
On additional deduc- 
tion of $145,054 would be allowed 
because or errors in measuring St. 
Mary's east canal. Payments for 
$23,500 acres 
temporarily unpro- 
ductive -would be suspended. 
Several divisions of the North 
Platte project in Nebraska 
and 
Wyoming would be relieved of cer- 
tain costs- For the Interstate di- 
vision the amount would be $36,- 
260; for the Fort Laramie division, 
$22,680, "and the Northport division, 
$3.425. Temporarily 
unproductive 
acreage on all these divisions would 
be deducted from present costs. 
The Shoshone project in Wyom- 
ing and Montana would be relieved 
of $1,676,630 for construction, 
un- 
productive acreage to deduct $79,- 
649 for permanent lack of fertility.

Wages to Remain 


Wituout Change 


During the coming spring and 
summer no material change in the 
supply of farm labor and no reduc- 
tion in the level of farm wages be- 
low last year is anticipated, F. K. 
Reed, assistant state and

crop statistician said today. 
Should there be a marked declino. 


In industrial employment

subduing the flames. 
The electric light plant was put 
out of commission and thi; city 
was without lights last night other 
than the glare of the dying fire. 
The flames started when a spark 


from a flue ignited the roof of a ne- 
gro cabin on the river bank. The 
flames jumped to the V. 0. Jones 
Lumber Co. plant, Igniting lumber 
piles and spread to negro houses on 
the river front and to the stave yard 
of the Merryman Cooperage Co.

WHEN WILL IT END? 


Economical government faces a dismal outlook. 
In spite of every effort which Calvin Coolidge has 


put forth to curb extravagance: to reduce the num- 
ber of jobholders and to restrict the everwldenlng cir- 
cle of activities, ^vhlch are attracting governmental 
attention, there has been no progresi. Government 
Is getting more unwieldly and cumbersome, 1* con- 
stantly adding to Its functions, -which means that It 
Is adding to the burden, which muit be met by the 
taxpayers 


•What reductions havs been accomplished have not 


been the result of greater economy In the administra- 
tion of affairs. They are due to dismantling of the 
machine built up to meet wartime needs. From 1917 
to 1121, governmental revenues -were enormously In- 
c-eased to pay the costs of war and the obligations 
which are an aftermath of It. The tax laws were 
changed for this purpose. Special duties were levied. 
In the last three years we have been busily engaged 
In lopping off a large number of these special taxes 
which had been Imposed for war purposes. It wa* 
simply a case where a tax system designed for war- 
time needs produced more revenue than was needed 
for peace time requirements. 
These slashes and re- 


ductions are the savings about -which so much has 
been -written. 


If the comparison Is drawn between governmental 


revenues in 1916 and 1D25, even allowing generously 
for Interest charges on the staggering debt accumu- 
lated during the war. It will be readily seen that 
government today Is far more expensive; than It wafi 
In the pre-war period. In 1916 the appropriations by 
congress aggregated $«7S,«77.859. Ten years later, 
In 1925, they were $3,823,000,000 
The annual Inter- 


est charge on the American debt In 1924 was $940,000,- 
000 
Since then It ha-) been reduced slightly 
But 


for all practical purposes, the American taxpayers' 
are contributing more than twice as much for govern- 
ment than ten years ago, even after allowing a bil- 
lion dollars to meet all Interest charges on the public 
debt contracted In the war_ 


Where Is the money going' 
It Is for the support of new governmental agencies 


which are constantly being added to the machinery 
at Washington. More than 20,000 civilian employes 
have been added to the government's payroll since 
Calvin Coolldge took office 
The records of the Civil 


Service commission show there were 544,671 employes 
on the payroll in December, 1323, on June 30, 192! 
there -were 664,718 employes 
Of course this is not 


the full strength of the army of federal officeholders 
There are dozens of governmental departments which 
do not come under civil service 
Probably as many 


places are held outside the civil service as Inside. 
They are likewise increasing. 


Government and Its subsequent cost Is growing be- 


cause we are expecting more of It each day 
The 


cry of "we Need a Law" Is constantly hoard 
We need 


a law to make someone do this and someone do that 
We need a law to prevent someone from doing this 
and someone from doing that. We would make peo- 
ple pure and noBle by statute; wo would banish evil 
and immorality by law 
We seek to Impede or Inter- 


rupt the working of natural economic principles by 
la-w , we would make everyone prosperous and happy 
through governmental intervention 
"What a wonder- 


ful thing government becomes when It la so glori- 
fied? It can right every-wrong. It can cure the mor- 
ally sick and bestow Its blessing upon the Improvident 
and the unsuccessful 


Every gesture for more law co«ts more money. 


Every new legislative statute placed upon the books 
contemplates new 
expenditures. There 
must be 


someone to enforce it, administer it; see that it is 
meeting the condition which it wag drawn to correct. 


The Increasing burden of taxation will end when 


people In America get a. clearer perspective of govern- 
ment and law. When they com« to realize that gov- 
ernment la no supernatural structure; that It can- 
not perform the eleven -wonders of the world then 
go-\ ernmcntal expenditures will cease to climb 
The 


expenditures of organised society will have reached 
the maximum when thli mad craxe for law haa run 
its course 


policy law on the statute book*. That WM to pro- 
tect pollcyholdtrs from 
unscrupulous 
agent* and 


plnehpenny companies. It merely says to the com- 
pany: "If you permit your agent to Insure a building, 
accept hi* valuation thereon, and collect premiums 
for the full amount, you are boua4 to pay trfat amount 
If the building burns down. It Is up to you to ftad 
out before hand whether the building I* worth what 
you are Insuring it for, and not to issue a policy for 
any more than it i* worth. However, if you can prove 
fraud or criminal Intent on the owner's part, you need 
not pay." 


Certainly, there is nothing vicious in such a previ- 


sion. 
A man Who give* hi* promissory note " for 


value received" must pay It »t maturity, unleM he 
can prove that he wa* cheated, defrauded, or victim- 
ized by aome misrepresentation. An insuraace po- 
licy Is a conditional promlMory note, and the maker 
(the 
insurance company) should not have the privi- 


lege of wriggling out of Its contractual obligation, un- 
UM fraud be shown as against the other party to the 
agreement. 


Perhaps Insurance CommlMlon Dumont could ac- 


complish what he has In view by insisting that In- 
surance companies scrutlnUe their policy applications 
closely and reject all tho*e for amount* which seem 
excessiv*. 


BRITISH CRIMINAL LAW. 


It is quite probable that it 1* not the severity ot 


the criminal laws of 'England, but the 
manner In 


which they are administered which haa such a de- 
terrent effect upon crime in that country. For the 
penalties there are in many cases lest than tho** pre- 
scribed In the United State*. For instance, no one 
may be *enten*jed to more lhan two year* "at hard 
labor," no matte* what the offense or offenses. If he 
1* imprisoned for a greater length of time than two 
years the remaining year* must not be at hard labor. 


Hard labor in the prisons of that country, however, 


mean* Just exactly what the word* Imply and the 
prisoner la given merely food enough to maintain him 
in health. It Is said that some who have had experi- 
ence ask that they be given longer terms, free from 
the labor requirements. 


Flogging I* still a part of the criminal law of Eng- 


land and writers claim that It Is most effective. Per- 
sons convicted of crime of violence or robbery with 
the use of a gun are sentenced to lashes in addition 
to their prison terms. The "cat" sine* the war. ha* 
only one tall and has lost Its steel points, but It la 
yet scarcely considered, a humane Instrument, It I* 
said- that five or six stroke* Invariably puts the crimi- 
nal in a daxed condition, from which he can bfe re- 
vived by the use of water. He can then be made to 
stand up rntll ten are administered, when he must 
be taken to the hospital. 


When the 
sentence calls for from 
fifteen to 


twenty stroke*'they must be administered In Install- 
ments.

INSURANCE AT FACE VALUE. 


Criticism of the Nebraska valued pdllcy law, as 


expressed by State Insurance .Commissioner Dumont 
last week in his talk to an organlxatlori of retailers 
meeting at Grand Island, opens up the question as to 
what the fair and reasonattle obligation of an Insur- 
ance company 1* to the pollcyholder After It has col- 
lected the premium from him. 


The valued policy law makes a company responsi- 


ble for the face1 of Iti contract where a building 1* 
totally destroyed by fire or windstorm and no fraud 
on the owner's part Is shown 
It is brief and simple 


in term*, as follows: 


"Section 7.S09. Whenever any policy of insurance 


shall be written to Insure any real property in this 
state against loss by fire, tornado or lightning, and the 
property Insured shall be wholly ab,-troyed, without 
criminal fault on the part of the Insured or hi* as- 
signee, the amount of the Insurance -written In •ueh 
policy shall be taken conclusively to be the true vaJue 
of the property ln»ured and the true amount of less 
and measure of damages." 


Is there anything In ihe foregoing to justify Com- 


missioner Dumoi't attack upon the 
valued 
policy 


statute as "a breeder of arson"? If 10, where li It? 


The act merely says that, after an insurance cqm- 


pany has voluntarily assumed the risk of loss on a 
building or buildings, up to a stated amount, and has 
collected from the owner premiums based 
on that 


amount, It Is thereby liable for the full sum In case 
of total loss. 
' 


That docs not seecm unfair. It la nothing more or 


less than the carrying out of an explicit contract. 
Tho company, before taking th« risk, ihould satisfy 
itself that the property is worth what It 13 Insured for. 
It ought not to be allowed to collect premiums on 
something that It does not intend to pay for If loss 
•hoold occur.

There are other sections which ma.k« it unlawful, 


under heavy penallttes, for a property owner to over- 
insure a building, or for an agent to Issue a policy 
exceeding the fair value of the property. Also, the 
valued policy Jaw tuelf relieve* the oowaany if "crim- 
inal fault"—that M, •vwrlniuraaca with a view to m- 
cen<Jlarlsm~can fc« prown against the owner.

THE NATION'S MENU. 


A famous novelist (who. among other things Is noted for the fact 
that every time he opens his mouth, he performs the well known acro- 
batic act of putting his foot In It) had an article not long ago in one 
of the dally papers, under the title" Why Not Legislate the Perilous 
route Off the Nation'* Menu4"' 


Welle the article WM Intended as a satire against reformers who 
are trying to do away wtih alcohol, tobacco, etc., he did make many 
gt-aie accusations agalntt the potato, which may be taken seriously. 
Among other things, he says: "The Influence of the potato on character 
Is manifest. It produces inflation, flatulence, acidity, gas, obesity, hypo- 
crisy and halitosis." 


Now Mr.—may be a good romancer, but he knows nothing about 


dietetics. At least, nothing about potatoes. The potato is one of the most 
valuable vegetables we have and none of the accusations he has placed 
atfalnat it is true Take the case of producing obesity, for instance Who 
•ver saw an obese person eating a potato? One of the most frequent re- 
mark* I hear is: "I don't know why I'm so fat; I never eat potatoes'" 


A moderate sited, potato, on* weighing S.t ounce* (raw), is only 100 


calorie*. An ordinary ill«e of bread, one-half inch thick, or a good sited 
chocolate cream each amount of the same number of calories. Of course, 
compared to an *4U*I weight of watery vegetables, such as lettuce, the 
potato 1* high in calorie*.

duced acldtty. The potato does not produce acidity The salts of the po- 
tato are alkaline, and a freer use of potatoes and a lessened consump- 
tion of bread I* one of the therapentlc measures advised in ca*es of 
acidity tn case* of acidity, the urine i* strongly acid and therefore ir- 
ritating to the kidneys and urinary tract, and It has a lessened power to 
dissolve uric acid. This makes for a possibility of gravel and stones A

The1 potato s an mportant source of the anti-scorbutic vitamin 
because It I* eaten *o frequently and usually in fairly liberal amounts 
tn the winter when other vegetables are not so helpful, ft is especially 
important. Heis states that a failure of the potato crop is follewed by 
•curvy In th* spring. (Tou know that the best anti-scurvy food* are the 
cltrr/js fruit*, tomatoes (raw canned or dried) and fresh raw cabbage.) 
The peasantry of Ireland are good evamples of the highly nutritive 


value of the potato. (Speaking of Ireland. It i* commonly thought that 
the potato originated in Ireland. It didn't. Sherman states that it ie said 
to have been first found in Chill, and that It wa* not commonly cultivated 
In Kurope until th« ilth century Other writer* say it originated here in 
the tJnlted State* and the discovery is credited to Sir Walter Raleigh ) 
Sprouting potatoes should not be eaten as they may be poisonous 


on account of the chemical changes Incident to sprouting. 
The sweet potato has about the same nutrients as the white potato, 


and in addition ha* 5 to 8 percent sugar, so It is about twice as high 
In calories, weight for weight, as the white potato. 
Potato Cookery: As a large proportion of the valuable mineral salts 


n.nd protein is right und*r the skin, the potato had best not be peeled 
before cooking. If you do peel them, save the peels and put them In your 
IOUP stock If there it any water in which potatoes (as well as other 


r vegetables) sire cooked, It should be saved for soups and sauces. Then 
Y«u won't have to worry about the loss of the valuable elements. Prob- 
ably the best method of cooking potatoes Is to bake them But if baked 
until the skins are hardened, the skins should b« eaten, too: otherwise a 
large share of the salts which adhere to the skin is lost. If the potatoes 
are scrubbed thoroughly before cooking, the skins should be eaten, for 
they also furnish good roughage

clouds can do In the -nay of 
re- 


flecting- and disturbing light, for if 
new moon occurs at a time when 
the sunward side of the earth 
Is 
arched 
by 
almost totally 
clear 
skies, the dark sldeof the moon re 
mains hidden from 
us, 
through 


lack of light reflected 
from 
the 
earth's cloud* to make It visible 


But the light of clouds—which, 


of course is never original but al- 
ways reflected light—plays a great 
part, often, 
on the earth 
itself 


Scientific observation has shown 
that when the 
sky la filled with 
clouds on the side opposite to the 
nun they may reflect enough light 
to make that part of the earth 
which is reached at the same time 
by direct sunlight from one direc- 
tion and by cloudllght from 
the 


other, greater than It would be If 
the sky were entirely 
cloudless 


This means that if the clouds were 
away the light 
which 
they send, 


back to the earth would be dis- 
sipated in open space 


I said that the light of clouds 
is wholly reflected, but the state- 
ment should perhaps be qualified 
to a certain extent, -Because "lum- 
inous," or 
"self-shinning," night 


clouds have been reported by some 
observers. 


The warming effects of clouds, 


due to 
their power to 
Intercept 


the radiation of heat 
from 
the 
ground at 
night, IB 
very much 
greater than most persons suppose 
One of the result* of this arrest Of 
terrestrial radiation Is prevention 
of the formation of dew. 


But even in the absance of clouds 
the atmosphere exerts a wonder- 
Tul influence over the sunlight It 
is estimated that even when 
the 


sun Is shinning directly down from 
the zenith, as It may do at place* 
iltuated between toe tropics, near- 
ly one-quarter (22 per cent) of it* 
radiation Is 
arrested during 
it* 


course 
through the 
atmosphere. 


But thi* is a minimum, for ordin- 
arily, when the s&n is high in 
the 


sky, not less than half of Us radia- 
tion Is lost 
before 
reaching the 


ground. And near the horizon, 
where" the 
rays 
nave to 
pass 


through a far greater thickness of 
air, the loss is largely Increased. 


Yet, as In the case of the clouds, 


the loss Is not entire, for the air 
scatters much ot the 
light 
ar- 


rested by it and thus contributes 
to the general illumination 
It is 


the radiation near the red end of 
the spectrum which 
is the least 
scattered, producing the appear- 
ance o^ the blue dome over-arching 
the earth at a great, but Indefi- 
nite height 


The whitish look of

around the sun and near the hori- 
zon Is due to the presence of dust 
particles. As the Bulletin of

American Meteorological Society 
explains it, "when 
one looks to- 


ward the sun he tees much white 
light, which haa been reflected by 
the duet particles near the line of 
sight, added to the blue, so that it 
become* whitish and pale"

LONDON, Marsh 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A notorious spy's 
race -with the hangman was lost 
today. John, Lincoln was executed 
tot murder without having seen his 
father, Ignatius Tribich Lincoln, ex- 
iled former M. P., who had started 
from the Far East when he heard 
of the death sentence,. He wanted 
to bid, his son goodbye. 
The father arrived in France yes- 
terday, but hod not appeared 
at 
Shepton Mallet prison when the 
time for the execution arrived The 
son, a 23-year-old artilleryman, 
convictsd of kll'lugr u householder 
during- a burglarv ~u~itmis eve, 
left a letter to his father. 
The authorities iea.u^ed to delay 
the execution, as sought by peti- 
tions signed by 60,000 persons. 
Lincoln's victim was 
Edward 
Richards, a traveling salesman for 
a brewery. 
Lincoln, who was a member of 
Royal Horse Artillery, invad-jd the 
home of Richards, accompanied by 
Icn Stewart, 20. to rob the prem- 
ises. El'c.urds vra.it shot whon he 
returned home and found the young 
n;en in his home. 
Stewait was acquitted. In a lettar 
to his swectncait from jail, Lincoln 
admitted he fired tht fatal shots. 
Many perao'i1* lingered about the 
jell until after midnight erpfcc'ng 
the arrival of the lather.

In Days of Roman Empire 


Subjects of Caesars Plenty Good at Kicking Sphere 


With Accent On the "Kick"; England Later 
Developed Soccer, and Then the Present College 
Pastime Grew Up in U. S. A.

Te game of futeballo was 
not 


originated by John Harvard, nor 
Ell Yale nor of the student descen- 
dants of the institutions of football 
that bear their names.

of Rome for the simple reason that 
the kicking accuracy became poorer

So the friends, nobles and coun- 
trymen, who used to lend each 
other their ears in Caesar's time, 
wer« rebuked 
because they were 


kicking each 
other 
more than a 


football. And to halt the prospec- 
tive Increase in death rate among 
the young warriors, via the foot- 
' ball route, the game became some- 
what taboo. 


Skipped to Oth«r Lands. 
But meanwhile, Romans. ski'Wing 


here and Ufere to foreign parts, 
took a treasured 
football along, 


hunted up a few of their likewise 
marooned countrymen — and they 


• played the game on foreign soil. 
The natives usually would I6ok on, 
become interested, ask what It was 
all about and pretty soon a few of 


' them—and then more and still more 
^-Joined the Romans in kicking a 
toall—and each other—around. 
' England ' first 
started 
playing 


football 1,000 years or so ago—due 
to Roman introduction. Everything 
went along gorgeously for a couple 
of hundred years, when Henry II 
grabbed himself a job kinging—that 
was about lilt A. D.—And then 
football's troubles began anew. 


Archery Took Back Scat. 
Archery, just then, was not mere- 
ly a sport in ye merrle England, 
'but an obligation. Kngland never 
.knew when It might be invaded—or 
• might wish to Invade. Pistols being 


quite unknown, the folks were com- 
manded to become expert In the art 
of shooting arrows 
from oat of 
' bows, so that In case of necessity, 


trtey could shoot, 'em at enemies. 


As soon as the Britons found that 
archery no 
sport, but a 
farewell salute—and turned to foot- 
bnll. Eventually their nrcliory he- 
came pass* and In hardly no time 
At «J1 -t)M MUy ar«hlnf done in fine- 


land was with the backs and eye- 
>rows. 


Thereupon. Henry II issued an 


edict excommunicating: football and 
demanded that its merry villagers 
go back

archery.

The day after he 
was completely buried, football did 
ts ' comeback." 


In later years one king and then 
another took a kick at football — 
and kicked 
It into a temporary 
coma. 
But the love for the g-ame 


survived

hostile ruler and 
Sngland has played football through 
ihe years— and now is the real 
home of the. rugby game. 


Transferred to U. S. A, 
Football, in its British form, came 


:o America sixty or seventy years 
ago. 
The original rugby game still 
endures — but only in California, and 
a few other spots. 
Soccer has a 


fairly sizeable popularity and seems 
to be Increasing in the number of 
ts devotees. But the real game in 
America is collegiate football, which 
lappens to be a game that belies 
its name. 
Football would seem to mean a 
game where men kick a ball. 
In 


the American game the kicking is 
limited to about two of the 22 per- 
formers. 
The -others drag- the ball 
around,, under their arms, or devote 
themselves into efforts to pulverize 
.he -othe fellow by Impac't of en- 
tire body, the bumping of knees, the 
crushing of feet and occasionally — 
when the officials aren't looking— in 
a few clenched fists. 


Present Game Born in 73. 
The first college football played 


in 
America 
was 
in 
1873 with 


Princeton opposing Rutgers before 
a crowd of JOO. The game wasn't 
quite rugby, nor 
soccer, 
nor the 


American game of today. It was a 
combination of all of tnem. Out of 
the melee, the officials picked plays 
and drafted rules that definitely es- 
tablished the football of this area, 
making it a contest wholly different 
than the original method. 


The game Increased popularity 
among the colleges until 1905, when 
the use of the mass formations ;and 
human battering raws killed -and 
injured so many persons that it 
was on the edge of death. No less 
a personage than Nicholas Munay 
Butler, president of Columbia uni- 
versity,' called it at the time:

Meeting Of British Cabinet 


Wednesday Will Decide 


Question. 


LONDON, March 2.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The 
event 
of 
Monday In the league crisis was Sir 
Austen Chamberlain's apologia de- 
livered to about 200 members of 
parliament of all parties. 
In effect, the speech of the Brit- 
ish foreign secretary was a plea for 
a free hand-as a -delegate to the 
Geneva meeting and the 
question 


will'be decided by the 
cabinet at 
•Wednesday's council. Judging from 
the speech, Sir Austen has not re- 
ceded from his recent position In 
favor of some enlargement of the 
council of the League of Nations. 
Sir Austen spoke for an hour. Ac- 
cording to the version of his speech 
authorized by Sir Austen to be Is- 
sued to the press, he explained that 
the differences which existed over 
the league council were differences 
not of principle, but of method. 
He said there was no question of 
a proposal being sprung upon the 
world. 
Moreover, there was real 
cause for consideration of the com- 
position of the council. The de- 
mand that the practice of re-elect- 
ing non-permanent members year 
after year should be abandoned was 
growing. 
Says A Sound Argument. 


He declared himself 
Immovably 
opposed to the suggestion that any 
state 
should be admitted to the 


council as a counterpoise to Ger- 
many, but contended that there was 
sound argument for Increasing tho 
permanent membership, saying that 
under the Locarno agreement it was 
possible that Germany herself and 
all the present permanent members, 
except Japan, would be regarded as 
interested parties 
and 
therefore 


would be unable to vote if a dispute 
under the Locarno treaty came be- 
fore the council. 
Th« real question was how could 
the council be made most effective 
for the maintenance of peace and 
best pursue Its task of conciliation. 
This was the test which ought to be 
applied and not any 
counting of 


votes In a body where, unless there 
.was unanimity, there could be no 
decision. 


Alluding to Poland, Sir 
Austen 
paid a warm tribute to the attitude 
of Count Skrzynskl at Locarno and 
the courage, statesmanship and mo- 
deration displayed in the 
speech 


which Count Skrzynskl made last 
week. 


Observing that nothing had im- 


pressed him more since he had been 
at the head of the foreign 
office 


than the immense part personal re- 
lations played in the conduct of In- 
ternational affairs, he 
contended 
that If on any great question tho 
British representatives 
were re- 
quired to define their attitude un- 
equivocally beforehand, the dele- 
gales of the other countries would 
be forced into the same position and 
paralysis would result from 
the 
casting of votes by one state against 
one solution, and by another state 
against any opposite solution.

Governor McMullen, once a critic 


of the Nebraska, code government 
system. Is now firmly

Only he doesn't refer to it as "the 
code.1' He calls It "the administra- 
tive system." 


"The only question that exists In 


my mind concerning It," the g-ov*r-

inated. I am taking note of the 
workings of the system, and where 
ever I find needless duplication I 
shall reeommenti to the next legis- 
lature getting rid of it, aa I prom- 
ised to do in my campaign for the 
governorship two years ago. 


"I am strong for the system in 
general because It centralizes au- 
thority and responsibility. That re- 
sponsibility Is placed upon the gov- 
ernor, and I shall not try to evade 
it. J am favorable not only to this 
system In stat'e government, but for 
the city manager plan In municipal 
affalrds. What we need is to have 
the .public business placed on the 
same basis as private business.' ' 


Mr. McMullen was asked by Gov- 


ernor George H. Dern of Utah, for- 
merly of Fremont, Neb., a demo- 
crat, for information on how 
the 


code system has worked in Ne- 
braska. He is sending the latter a 
copy of the law, a detailed plan of 
the code organization, and a letter 
setting forth his own ideas. 


The word 'code' 'has been buf- 


feted around in state politics until 
it is in somewhat bad repute. Gov- 
ernor McMullen admits;
